While there may be a gigantic combination 
of all the packing interests brought about 
in the future, it is thought that many of the 
recent reports of such an impending con- 
solidation are due to the rivalry between two 
of the larger companies. 

It is well known that Armour and Swift 
have for a number of years been reaching 
out for control of the packing business, 
When one bought a new plant or established 
a new storage house in some part of the 
country the other would pursue a similar 
policy of expansion. While it has been 
charged that there was at all times a “ har-. 
mony of interest plan ”’ in existence between 
the two firms, it also is stated that each 
planned to become the power in the packing 
world. 

When it became known that Swift & Co. 
intended taking over the Anglo-American 
provision company, Armour & Co. began 
dickering for the control of the Omaha pack- 
ing company. It may be planned ultimately 
to merge all the large companies into a com- 
} bination, but it is regarded as more likely 
that some of the large companies are only 


absorbing some of their weaker competitors.
